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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art suggested the formation of a curable mechanical fastener wherein the fastener 
consisted of a curable material which was a combination of at least one thermosetting 
composition and one thermoplastic composition and a complementary fastening surface 
wherein the fastening surface of the fastener was capable of being repeatedly attached 
and unattached to the complementary surface and wherein the fastening surface was 
capable of being permanently attached to the complementary surface when cured, see 
claims 1 and 26. Additionally the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest a curable 
mechanical fastener which included a fastening surface comprising a plurality of 
fastening elements consisting of a curable material coupled to a backing and a 
complementary fastening surface wherein the fastening surface was capable of being 
repeatedly attached and unattached to the complementary surface and wherein the 
fastening surface was capable of becoming permanently attached to the complementary 
surface when the curable material was cured, see claim 13.
